MEMORANDUM FOR THE WSC EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


SUBJECT: Cuba Negotiations

On the assumption that we go ahead with the publication of 
unegrs ec statements, in or out of the UN Security Council, wa believes 
that the best text of the United States statement would be the 
original draft as handed to Kuznstsov Bovenber 2th (DEPTEL 1339 as 
meaified by the "Pyannisport draft" in DEPFEL 1360). We have made 
two small mocéifications in that original draft; they are indloated 
in toe following text: 


DEAPT U.S. Declaration 


In letter of President Kennedy on October 27 and of Preniér 
rushchev and President Kennedy on Cetober 28, 1962, firm unzer- 
takings were meade regerding the settlement of ths Cuban crisis. 

. Fosse uncerteakings were stated in President Kennedy's letter 
of October 27, and quotad in the Acting Secretary General's letter 
of Cetober 28, along the following lines: 

(1) The USSR would agree to remove from Cuba, wnder appropritte 
United Wations observation and supervision, all weapons systems 
capetle of offensive use and would undertake, with suitable 
sefeguards, to halt the further introduction of such weapons 
systems into Cuba. 
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adequate arrangements through the United Nations to ensure the 
carrying out and continuation of thease commitments -- (a) to 

remove promptly the quarantine measures now “in effect, and (Ὁ) to 
Εν assurences ageinst an invasion of Cuba. The President also 
expressed his confidence that other nations of the Western Hemisphere 
would bs prepared to do likewise. 

The United States notes ths statement mace by the Soviet Union 
teat all mdium end intermediate range missiles, all nuclear weapeans 
fi components have been removed from Cuba,“ that all IL-28 bomber 
aircraft will be rezoved by December 20th, and that all sites for 


( edium range and intermediate range missiles have been diamentled. 


It notes also that the USSR has stated its intention to withdraw all 
military units and personnsl placed there for the servicing or 
guarding of these woepons systems. The United States notes further 
the statenents of the USSR that no weapons capable of offensive 

use will be introduced inte Cubs in the future. We weloom these 
stetements and assurances. 

Tha undertakings in the President's letter of October 27, thet 
ths Unitted Nations waid be enabled to verify the removal of missiles 
end bombers and the destruction of sites, and that United Nations 
sefeguards would be agreed upon to ensure against further introducticn 
into Cuba of weapons systems capable of offensive use, have not 
been fulfilled. 

A minimis inspection procedure was, however, arr’ 
cooperation with the USSR, under whieh United State maval vessels 
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heve received substantial verification thet Soviet vessels leaving 
Cuba have carried away the number of missiles which the USSR hed 
certified to the United States es having been in Cuba. The Soviet 
Union has also egreed to similar form of verification of the 
impending withdrawal of all IL-28 bomber aircraft introduced into 


Cuba." 


In view of the steps that have been taken by the Soviet Union 


to date: 


the United Statez on its part, as of Kovember 20, 1962, lifted 
the quarantine instituted on October 23, 19423; and the United States 
further gives assurance thet, provided no nuclear weapons or other 
weapons capable of offensive use are present in or reintroduced into 
Cuba, and provided Cuba does not take actien to threaten the peace 
and security of the Western Henlsphere, it does not intend, as the 
President made clear at his press conference on November 20, to 
invade Cuba/or support an invasion of] Cuba. 

(fois statement is made on the understanding that by / By ᾿ 
reeson of the refusal of Cuba to permit arrangements contemplated to 
assure the cerrying out and continuation of the commitments in regard 
to the maintenance and introduction of such weapons systems in Cuba, 
the United States will, until suoh tim as such arrangements can be 


effected, continue to employ such other means of observation and 


C verification as may be necessary. 
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The undertakings stated hsrein do not alter or impair the 
rights and obligations contained in the United Nations Charter, 
Cor] the Inter-American Treaty of Reciprocal Assistance, or 
other treaties to /both of7 which the United States ia a party.
